SPANISH BATTERIES AT CABANAS 
ARE SILENCED 


New York, April 30—Special—The Evening Journal says 
Sampsons fleet has shelled and reduced the fortifications of 
Port Cabanas, thirty miles west of Havana. 
The fort, the 
Journal says, had fired on the Ericsson and Porter, and the 
bombardment was an act of reprisal. 
It took the fleet fifteen 
minutes to turn the land batteries into a mass of debris. 


Key West, April 30—Special—The bombardment of Cab­ 
anas is partially confirmed here. 
It is said many Spanish 
troops were killed or wounded. 
The American ships were 
not injured, though one gunner was hurt. 


Key West, April 30—Special—The bombardment of Caba­ 
nas is confirmed. 
The shore batteries fired on the Porter, 
when the New York drew in shore and fired twelve shots in­ 
to the batteries. 
The shells seemed to strike the earthworks 
each time, and the spectacle of flying dirt and debris seen at 
Matanzas was repeated on a small scale. 
The batteries re­ 
plied, but the shots fell short. The New York’s twelve shots 
sufficed to silence them completely.

Very 
Dear—The Tropical Fruits 
Are

Local m erchants have begun to feel 
the effects of the pending war with 
Spain. 
Flour has advanced $1 a bar­ 
rel in one week; potatoes have gone 
up 45 cents a barrel or 15 cents a 
bushel; beans, the arm y ration, 40 
contd per bushel; sirup, 3 cents a gal­ 
lon; sugar, 3-8 centB per pound; ooffee 
2 cents, tea 2 to 5 cents, rice I cent, 
and all corn and oat products 5 to IO 
per cent. 
Pork has gone up from be­ 
tw een 75 cents to $1.50 per barrel. 
Plug tobacco is three and four cents 
more on the pound than it was a week 
ago, and Bavana tobacco is dealt out 
only at prohibitory prices. 
A prom inent tobacco dealer said he 
did not thiok there had been a bit of 
pure Havana tobacco 
used in the 
ordinary 10-oent cigars for months. 
He said there was not a pound of to­ 
bacco coming out of Cuba now aud 
th a t the supply in this con try coaid 
not last the year 
out, 
after which 
there would be nothing but the domes­ 
tic product. 
The pineapple is the only exeluc- 
ively Onban fruit, and dealers say th at 
up to date there has been no advance 
in the price or any scarcity reported. 
One big im porter said today his agent 
in Caba had w ritten him he would 
Bend him all the pineapples be wanted, 
w ar or no war, but he did not say just 
how he would do it. 
The bulk of the 
bananas is imported to this country 
from Sooth America via New Orleans. 
The two largest companies engaged in 
this trade are Britisn and Norwegian 
concerns and their vessels of course 
will not be molested. 
The lemon 
trade between this country and Sicily 
is practically monopolized by the Bt it- 
ish and Italian companies, which pre* 
eludes a famine of the sour fruit. 
Consumers have as yet not felt the 
advance in groceries and meats, but it 
is said th a t w ithin a week they will be 
strongly reminded th at peaoe pricas 
no longer prevail.

New York, April ob.—U. G. Dun com­ 
pany’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“Hostilities have not as yet changed 
last week’s conditions. There is much 
postponement of orders by men who 
do not know what they are waiting 
for, and much restriction of loans by 
banks, which are abundantly strong. 
All this checks new business, and yet 
the volume of transactions through 
clearing houses is 8 per cent larger 
than in the same week of 1892, with 
no foreign trouble. 
But this increase 
would be much larger but for specula­ 
tive stagnation here, New York clear­ 
ings being 2.1 per cent smaller than 
in 1892. 
Railroads are doing a great 
business, 5.7 per cent larger than in 
1892 in April earnings thus far and 13.9 
larger than last year. Confusing ac­ 
counts about the great industries can­ 
not cause surprise, in view of the con­ 
tradictory influence of monetary string­ 
ency curtailing many orders, heavy or­ 
ders by government in many branches 
and the all-pervading confidence that 
after temporary conditions have passed 
business is going to be better.
